‘Out of Style 


Attlee views Anthony Eden’s

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Jan. 
14—The United States today laid 
before the United Nations a new 
five-point proposal for world dis- 
armament, including international 
control of intercontinental mis- 
siles and experiments for warfare 
in new regions of space. 

The U.S. program was ex- 
plained before the U.N. Political | 
Committee by Henry Cabot Lodge 
Jr., head of the U.S. delegation. 


It was met immediately by a 
vigorous attack from the Soviet 
Union on the new Eisenhower pol- 
icy for the Middle East, which, the 
Soviet said, was a ‘‘new conspir- 
acy’’ to assume the ‘“‘natural re- 
sources and natural wealth of the 
Arab nations,’’ on British and 
French ‘‘aggression’’ in Egypt 
and on alleged Western intention 
to profit from such incidents as 
“the revolutionary -conspiracy in 
Hungary.’’

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Budget Commission 
Is Not the Answer 


On its face the suggestion by Lt. Gov. 
Ernest Vandiver that a budget commis- 
sion be appointed to maintain a check 
and to weigh the governor’s control over 
the budget is a splendid one. 

The first impulse is to give it whole- 
hearted editorial support. 

But on second thought, one is re- 
minded that the present governor and 
those to come after him would appoint 
to such a commission only their closest 
and most trusted friends. 

Such a commission would be meaning- 
less in effect. But unless the people under- 
stood its impotency, it would be a shield 
to even more profound control over the 
budget. 

The Legislature—elected by the peo- 
ple—once held more power in _ state 
money matters than the mere passing of 
an appropriation bill. 

What the Legislature surrendered, it 
can take back—if it wishes to do so. 

It is encouraging, therefore, to see 
more and more legislators come around to 
the view that the General Assembly 
should have more responsibility in state 
money matters. The permanent legisla- 
tive economy committee idea, pushed by 
Mr. Vandiver at the last General Assem- 
bly session, has been revived. 

The real issue is brought about by the 
tremendous growth of the state budget 
and the power that the present and all 
future governors will hold over the legis- 
lative and executive branches by virtue of 
such tight control. 

Under the present system, all depart- 
ment heads must go to the governor with 
their budget requests. He submits his 
recommendations for legislative approval. 
He has the power to allot contingent funds 
under a general directive of the Legisla- 
ture. His control over department heads 
gives him power to punish or reward. 

The net result has been a weakening 
of the legislative branch. It should be re- 
stored to its place of equality and the 
Legislature itself must do the job.

Tap Additional Sources 
For Education Funds 


Tests given to Emory University stu- 
dents have pointed up significant devel- 
opments and indirectly brought home 
several needs in the education field. 

The average freshman entering Emory 
showed up a little below the national 
average. But tests reveal that after two 
years of study there, the average Emory 
student has attained a much higher scho- 
lastic level than the average American 
college student reaches in two years. 
Why? 

Dr. Judson C. Ward, dean of the Col- 
lege of Arts and Sciences at Emory, gives 
credit to a capable, energetic faculty, 
small classes and individual attention to 
students. 

Too mgny of Georgia’s colleges, high 
schools and elementary schools cannot 
operate along so costly a pattern. A prin- 
cipal factor is that they are not blessed 
with sufficient financial endowments and 
grants. 

The state budget for the 1956-57 fiscal 
year allocates nearly 152 million dollars, 
which is 53 per cent of the entire budget, 
to education. That still is not sufficient 
to attract enough highly qualified teach- 
ers or bring the average classroom at- 
tendance low enough to assure ample 
individual attention to students. -Lack of 
these factors at the elementary and high 
school levels were reflected in results of 
tests given freshmen entering Emory. 

The first need to solve the problems 
of these other institutions is more money. 
Sources other than the state government 
must be tapped. 

This puts the burden on individual 
cities and counties, and on business and 
industry. 

Leaders in business and industry must 
realize their firms will wither without 
qualified new talent. Offering attract- 
ive salaries to members of the grad- 
uating classes is not enough. Business, 
industry and local communities must 
channel more money into education at the 
grass roots and college levels.

Fulton Voters To Decide 
Schools’ Future Today 


Fulton voters today will decide the 
fate of a three-million-dollar proposed 
bond issue for schools. As has been the 
case in four previous such elections, citi- 
zens are expected to approve the added 
bonds. 


The new issue will not necessitate a 
raise in taxes and will help alleviate 
present congested conditions. It will not 
meet maximum needs anticipated be- 
tween now and 1960, when an estimated 
205 additional classrooms will be re- 
quired. The bond issue itself will take 
care of about half the need but it is all 
that can be voted under present limits. 


County school officials expect some 
help from the. state to make up the dif- 
ference but as of today this is uncertain. 
If not, another bond issue will be in- 
evitable but growth in property values 
should make that possible. 


There is no guesswork about the 
bond issue and the needs as outlined. 
Fulton taxpayers can take comfort, too, 
in the fact that careful planning and 
supervision has resulted in the county’s 
being able to build schools at costs ap- 
proximating one-third less than the na- 
tional average without sacrificing quality. 

Fulton County voters should go to the 
polls today and vote aé_ resounding 
affirmative for the bond issue and for 
the futures of their children.

Sen. McCarthy Is Back 
At the Same Old Stand 


Sen. Joe McCarthy is in the news 
again. 

He came in by the door he has all his 
life chosen for entry—the smear and the 
insult.

Undoubtedly all Georgia taxpayers agree that taxes should not be 


raised. Gov. Griffin has banked on this statewide accord in urging: 


legislators to keep state spending on its present course. 


Earlier hopes by education 
forces for a salary increase for 
teachers have dimmed as more and 
more legislators are falling in line 
with the governor’s wishes. 

The real question legislators 
must ask themselves really isn’t 
whethet more taxes are needed. 
It is whether the money now 
being collected is being spent best 
“on its present course.” In other 
words, the legislators must be 
careful to study the present budget 
to see whether it could be better 
applied. 

The needs of education are great. 
Teacher salaries in Georgia are 
still far behind those being paid 
in neighboring Florida. As long 
as this is true we must expect mi- 
gration of our graduating teachers 
to remain at a high rate. Can we 
stand this loss of school leader- 
ship and maintain a high level of 
education? We cannot. 

More taxes would be a tough 
blow to Georgians. A tax increase 
now would mean that in two con- 
secutive years the rate had been 
upped. 

It is undoubtedly true we 
have no reason to justify more 
taxes, considering the already 
heavy burden. But keeping state 
spending at its present level does 
not necessarily mean it has to 
follow its ‘‘present course,” as 
Gov. Griffin advocates,

The company has added a third 
paper-making machine to the two 
with which it cranked off. Founda- 
tion is being laid for a fourth unit. 
When all four machines are run- 
ning, the capacity will be 430,000 
tons of paper a year. 

By March of this year Bowater 
will have planted as many trees 
as TVA has planted since it start- 
ed reforestation in the early 30s. 
Ed Stout says the paper company 
moves in and buys land only after 
the soi! has been exhausted to 
where it won’t grow anything but 
pine trees. 


He says the U. S. Forestry Serv- 
ice rates productivity of tree farms 
at 40 per cent when they are in 
small holdings, 80 per cent when 
government-owned and 96 per cent 
when under pulp and paper com- 
pany management. 


Pulpwood has put many a small 
town railroad station back in busi- 
ness. The depot windows have been 
unboarded. Often it takes a freight 
agent and a clerk to keep tab on 
the cars of pulp that are being 
loaded out. , 

The thing Ed Stout said which 
perked my ears most had to do 
with education. . 

Bowater isn’t worried about the 
machines and the raw material it 
takes to keep the paper mills go- 
iug. The company is concerned 
about the labor supply. The work 
calls fur a fair degree of skill. The 
company hires only high school 
graduates. 

So Bowater is cultivating future 
help just as it is growing pulpwood. 

The company is furnishing the 
chemistry and physics teacher for 
the McMinn County High School. 
They pay him at an industrial sal- 
ary, through the school board. 
After he has worked two years at 
the school he will go into the plant 
as an industrial chemist. A new 
man will take his place at the 
school. 

The other teachers in the school 
do not object to the arrangement. 
They welcome the project. It 
serves to underscore the difference 
between the regular teaching sal- 
ary and the pay available in in- 
dustry. 

Other industries in the Calhoun, 
Tenn. area, by the way, have fur- 
nished the equipment for the 
science laboratories at McMinn 
High. e. 
The Bowater contribution to the 
faculty at this Tennessee high 
school is a new development in 
community relationships. The proj- 
ect is, in fact, one of about two of 
its kind in operation in the nation. 

It sets a pattern that industry

President Eisenhower, after ignoring it in his campaign for re-election, 
singled out “‘inflation’’ and prices for special and fairly full treatment 


Housewives who have watched 
the essentials of living go higher 
and higher without, in many cases, 
any justification that makes sense, 
may get some comfort from the 
President's injunction that “‘busi- 
ness in its pricing policies should 
avoid unnecessary price increases, 
especially at a time like the pres- 
ent when demand in so many areas 
presses hard on short supplies.” 


The very fact that the President 
spoke up was evidence that such 
is happening. He also seemed to 
share the suspicion of the house- 
wife that somebody is taking too 
much of a toll, saying that while 
“a reasonable profit is essential 
to the new investments that pro- 
vide more jobs in an expanding 
economy,’ nevertheless ‘‘business 
leaders must, in the national in- 
terest, studiously avoid those price 
rises that are possible only be- 
cause of vital or unusual needs 
of the whole nation.’’ 


He warned labor, too, that. in- 
creases in wages negotiated in bar- 
gaining with management ‘‘must 
be. reasonably related to improve- 
ments in productivity.’’ Such in- 
creases, he added, are beneficial, 
but “‘wage increases that outrun 
productivity are an_ inflationary 
factor.”’

This higher cost of money, mean- 
ing higher interest rates, has 
brought protests, now echoed in 
Congress, that it is hurting small 
business and is a hardship to those 
who want to buy homes. 

The contemporary ‘“‘tight’’ money 
policy as well as the whole field 
of government management of 
money and credit would be the 
subject of ‘‘a broad national in- 
quiry’’ proposed by the President 
in his message to Congress. 

For such an inquiry, the Presi- 
dent urged that Congress authorize 
‘‘a commission of able and quali- 
fied citizens’’ who then would make 
legislative recommendations to 
Congress ‘‘for the purpose of im- 
proving our financial machinery.”’ 

Speaker Sam Rayburn’s reaction 
to the President’s suggestion was 
that the inquiry be conducted, in- 
siead, by Congress. 

Investigations by committees of 
outstanding citizens or by com- 
mittees of Congress are all to the 
good for the long range, but mean- 
while lots of folks are being 
squeezed and hard-pressed by the 
rising cost of living. 


West Europe’s Fate Hinges 
On Energy — Oil or Atomic 


In the process of spelling out fts new Middle East policy, the 
Eisenhower administration has added several new dimensions to our 
military and economic responsibilities abroad. As™ we see it, the 
administration may well have to add still another dimension—a 


program to reduce Western Europe’s dependence on the Sue nal 
and, indeed, on Middle East oil supplies. sei 


Otherwise it is hard to see how, 
on the one hana, we can gain the 
necessary baryaining leverage in 
the Arab woria to achieve our 
Middle East goals or, on the 
other, we can give Western Fur- 
ope the economic security it 
needs if it is to remain a strong 
and loyal partner, 

At bottom, what’s involved is 
Western Europe’s energy gap— 
its dependence on imported fuels 
to achieve industrial growth. And 
the problem is to reduce both 
Europe’s ‘‘trensport dependence’ 
and its ‘‘supply dependence’”’ to 
the point where it is no longer 
completely at the mercy of Mid- 
dic East tensions or Arab hos- 
tility. 

It is for the experts to decide 
how this prohlem can best be 
tackled. But it seems to us that 
even the layman can appreciate 
some of the basic facts. 

For instance, Western Europe’s 
present transport dependence 
surely could be reduced by (1) 
new pipeline construction through - 
more friendly countries, and/or 
(2) a U. S.-European program to 
build a huge fleet of modern 
tankers. 

As for its present supply de- 
pendence, that surely could be 
reduced by (1) the rapid develop- 
ment of new oil fields, for exam-

A creeping dissatisfaction with the present 
Southeastern Conference method of deciding its 
basketball champion has infected the coaching 
fraternity. 

The conference is divided into three divisions, 
to wit: 1—Georgia Tech, Tennessee, Vanderbilt, 
Kentucky; 2—Georgia, Auburn, Alabama, Flor- 
ida; 3—Mississippi, Mississippi State, Louisiana 
State and Tulane. Current schedules send each 
team against each other club in its division 
twice during the season, and against each other 
team once, at home on alternate years. 

Many of the coaches oppose this plan. 
They say it is not “true round robin.”’ 
Most favor a rev system whereby they 
would play a home-and-home schedule with 
each team in the conference, or 22 games, 
or an abbreviated round robin of 11 games 
against each opposing school, playing at 
home on alternate years.

the Eisenhower administration 
was a sprinkler system for Burn- 
ing Tree Club,”’ the course near 
Washington where the President 
is a regular golfer. 

Everywhere the President went 
he was confronted with pleas for 
federal help in building new con- 
servation projects that would trap 
flood waters in the spring to save 
them for the hot summer months 
when they are desperately 
needed. 


SELF-PAY PROJECTS 


In Teas alone, projects total- 
ing more than $1,000,000,000 were 
proposed on a self - liquidating 
basis over a 50-year term. Okla- 
homa’s Gov. Raymond Gary also 
turned in a sizable list of new 
reservoirs needed to re-establish 
agriculture in his state on a 
more normal basis to withstand 
the years when rains do not fall 
in normal quantities. 


Nearly every local committee 
urged longer term loans at lower 
interest rates than the govern- 
ment now is providing, an in- 
ferential criticism of the adminis- 
tration’s ‘‘tight money’’ policies. 

The devastation of drought with 
its hungry animals and gray, 
dusty fields were in sharp con- 
trast to the scene at the Presi- 
dent’s Gettysburg, Pa., farm 
where fat, black Aberdeen Angus 
beef cattle feed on lush green 
pastures. 


6-STATE TOUR 


The President made inspection 
tours in the areas around San 
Angelo, Tex., West Woodward, 
Okla., and Clovis, N.M., before 
flying into Tucson late this after- 
noon. Tomorrow he will visit 
Pueblo, Colo., and Garden City, 
Kans., before attending a 15-state 
drought conference in Wichita, 
Kansas. 

But though these droughts have 
been persistent over a period of 
many years and in some areas

was no spirit of defeatism among 
the people the President visited. 

An illustrated appeal on behanf 
of the Clovis, N.M., area put the 
problem this way: 


“When a crisis such as flood, 
fire or tornado strikes a com- 
munity our government is the 
first to respond with help and 
(such action was) rightly so 
taken over the years of the 
present drought. Our part of the 
country has suffered as severely 
and as totally as though an emer- 
gency disaster struck without 
warning, perhaps more so fi- 
nancially. We feel our creeping 
crisis merits the same immediate 
concern as the more spectacular 
sudden one. What would you do 
if you were solely dependent on 
rain and it stopped raining? It 
takes water for anything to grow, 
you know. We’ll tell you what our 
Curry County, New Mexico, 
farmers and ranchers did: We 
spent all we had—then, we bor- 
rowed all we could, but we stuck 
to our land. Then we sought part- 
time employment in order to 
stick with our land. Maybe this 
is the best ‘next year’ country 
in the world but something com- 
pelled us to stay with our land... 

“After nine years of defeat 
there just has to be some work- 
able plan to keep these people 
where they want to be—on their 
own land, don’t you agree?”’ 

Raymond Worrell, a farmer 
owning and renting 640 acres of 


land near Clovis who was visited | 


by the President, estimated that 
the drought ‘‘costs me almost 
$12,000 a year, I figure.’’ 


with little rain he has steadily 
gone farther into debt and now 
owes about $20,000. 

One of the pleas of the Clovis 
area farmers was for a bigger 
share of the national cotton acre- 
age allotment. They are now per- 
mitted to plant only 1,200 acres in 
the county. The Clovis Chamber 
of Commerce Agricultural Com- 
mittee urged that the quota be 
increased to 20,000 acres.

General Federation clubwomen are worried about 
how the United States trains its diplomats, and they 
intend to do something about it. 


And women of the Georgia 
Federation are supporting the 
national group wholeheartedly. 
They are convinced that proper 
schooling for workers in foreign 
affairs is getting more im- 
portant all the time. This need 
is one of the areas that state 
clubwomen are emphasizing in 
their support of legislation in 
the 1957 General Assembly. 


INTRODUCED BILL

Mrs. H. B. Ritchie of Ath- 
ens—for many years resolu- 
tions chairman of the Gen- 
eral Federation of Women’s 
Clubs—has been working on the 
legislation since its inception.

State federations all over the 
country are working through 
their state legislatures to get 
the bill back before Congress. 
In Georgia the federation is try- 
ing to get this session of the 
Legislature to send a resolution 
to Congress. 

The resolution would recom- 
mend that Congress establish 
an academy to parallel the mili- 
tary academies, and that ap- 
pointments be based on exam- 
inations and aptitude tests. The 
women hope State Rep. Harold 
Willingham of. Cobb County 
will sponsor, their measure. 


SHORT COURSES 


Women of the federation are 
mindful that such legislation 
moves slowly, and they have 
plans for instruction in pub- 
lic affairs without an academy. 
They hope this year to get short 


courses in the subject estab-. 


lished in state colleges. Some 
institutions already offer in- 
struction in diplomacy. They 
are going a step further and 
encouraging universities to es- 
tablish departments of public 
affairs. 


They also want to promote 


leadership and statesmanship 


training courses. And, of 
course, they intend to en 
courage and develop qualified 
women to take on official lead- 
ership in public affairs.

GENTLEMEN OF THE 
ALDERMANIC BOARD: 


On Jan. 1, we concluded, not 
only another successful year, but 
five years of the Plan of Im- 
provement. 


This tremendous change in the 
functions of local government in- 
volved the shifting of whole de- 
partments and hundreds of em- 
ployes; the assumption of mil- 
lions in the county school bond 
indebtedness, pension funds, to 
gether with a territory over three 
times the size of the old limits. 
In addition to other responsibili- 
ties, we assumed and took over 
an estimated three million dol- 
lars per year of services to the 
annexed area. 


The city government actively 
supported this plan, over the bit- 
ter opposition of those who pre- 
dicted failure. 


CITY GOVERNMENT 
STREAMLINED 


On Jan. 1, 1954, the Atlanta city 
government was further stream- 
lined by the elimination of the old 
bi-cameral mayor and_ general 
council form with two councilmen 
and one alderman from each of 
nine wards, or a total of 27 mem- 
bers, to the unicameral type with 
a mayor and board of aldermen 
with two aldermen from eight 
wards and a president, of the 
board, or a total of 17 members. 
This, with other vital changes, was 
accomplished through a coopera- 
tive legislative delegation, who are 
entitled to much credit for the 
Plan of Improvement and other 
progressive changes in our govern- 
ment. 


This huge reorganization ex- 
cited the interest of governmental 
experts throughout the nation. 
Since it has been in successful 
effect for five years, a report to 
the people is in oraer. 


18 YEARS CASH OPERATION 


First, we have just finished an 
excellent year, with all a paid, 
and a cash carryover of $2,856,- 
000. For the 18th consecutive

CITY OF ATLANTA 


This administration intends to 
press for the further develop- 
ment of the Chattahoochee River 
below Atlanta, where there are 
excellent sites for future dams.

Much 
new equipment has been added, 
75 boxes have been placed in the 
new areas,-and the department 
equipped with two-way radio. 


LOWER INSURANCE RATES 


As a result of the progress 
made in water and fire services, 
together with improved building 
laws, the underwriters have low- 
ered the insurance rates, both 
inside the old limits and through- 
out the annexed area, so that the 
whole city now enjoys the same 
rates. According to the under- 
writers’ estimate, the residents 
of the new areas are now saving 
over one million dollars per year 
in lowered insurance premiums, 


NEW STREETS 


In the Department of Construc- 
tion, during the last five years, 
77 miles of Baby Bond streets have 
been paved, 159 miles of curb- 
ing and 45 miles of sidewalks in- 
stalled. A new service lot was 
procured, complete with asphalt 
plant for maintenance on the 
North Side. Last year we com- 
pleted the Grand View avenue 
extension, Arkwright place, the 
extension of Ashby street into 
Lee street and Tenth street from 
West Peachtree to Peachtree. In 
the last five years we have con- 
structed five new bridges, four 
cf them in the new areas. 


EXPRESSWAYS 


As to expressways, we are 
making continued progress. While | 
many people are impatient for 
quick completion, they must re- 
member that it is the State High- 
way Department which is build- 
ing the Expressway and not the 
city and county, whose principal

Prompt payment of our bills 
has saved the sum of $28,784 in 
cash discounts. Likewise, by 
avoiding long time deposits with- 
out interest, we have earned for 
our taxpayers in premiums on in- 
vestments and by keeping our 
funds in government securities, 
the sum of $201,440. 


To keep our city functions in 
line with the dynamic growth of 
the community, our various de- 
partments have expended this 
past year millions in current rev- 
enues, bond and revenue certifi- 
cate funds. Our last population 
estimates are 503,000 inside our 
limits and 885,000 in the metro- 
politan area. Within four years 
our metropolitan area will reach 
a million. This imposes great re- 
sponsibilities upon those who 
manage our city for the next few 
years. Likewise, our citizens must 
be willing to authorize the in- 
vestment of millions in additional 
badly needed facilities, if we are 
to keep pace with our population. 


METROPOLITAN WATER 
SERVICE 


The Atlanta Water Works, in 
the vanguard of Atlanta’s prog- 
ress, has expended over nine 
million doliars in the last five 
years giving more and better 
water service to the enlarged 
areas of Atlanta. Last year they 
installed 3,983 meters and 538 
fire hydrants. For the past five 
26,359 meters and 3,288 
fire hydrants were installed. In 
1956 they laid 82 miles of pipe 
and in the last five years 435 
miles, mostly in the new areas. 
They have increased pumping ca- 
pacity and pressure has been im- 
proved through great tanks in 
areas where needed.

TRAFFIC CONTROL 


During the past five years our 
Traffic Department has met its 
responsibilities in the new areas 
with many new traffic lights and 
markers and channelizations. A 
major thoroughfare plan has been 


adopted, as well as truck routes 
and modernization of our signa! 
system. With the cooperation of 
the Citizens Traffic Committee, 
marvelous progress has been 
made in the field of off-street 
parking. In the past five years, 
off-street parking facilities have 
been increased over 40%, or more 
than any major city in the na- 
tion. And the best part of it is 
that it has been done through 
private enterprise and permanent 
type buildings, without any sub- 
sidies by the taxpayers. This 
department is bringing to com- 
pletion a $114,000 new warehouse 
and sign manufacturing and 
parking meter servicing plant on 
Thurmond street. Much money 
will be saved the taxpayers by 
the manufacture of our own 
signs. This will give us the op- 
portunity of razing the old un- 
sightly Labor Temple building, 
increasing our parking space, 
and making the City Hall prop- 
erty more beautiful.

NEW AIRPORT TERMINAL 


In the Department of Aviation 
we are now in the midst of a 
vast enlargement program. Last 
year we issued two million dol- 
lars in revenue certificates to get 
this program started. We now 
have projects already approved 
by the Civil Aeronautics Admin- 
istration for approach clearances 
and for site ‘preparations and 
much of this work is under way. 
It will take an over-all expendi- 
ture of at least 15 million dol- 
lars of city and federal funds to 
give Atlanta a modern terminal 
and to satisfy the request of the 
air lines for space, for which 
they are willing to pay rentals. 
Our engineers say we cannot do 
with less than nine million dollars 
in local bond funds if we are 
merely to keep up with this jet 
age. Although ours is one of the 
busiest airports in the nation, we 
are asking less than cities with 
less business; to wit, Dallas with 
16 million in local funds, ‘Los 
Angeles with 54 million dollars 
and San Francisco with over 35 
million dollars. Incidentally, this 
money will come. back to the 
taxpayers in a few years by in- 
creased landing fees, rentals and 
concessions. 


ONE OF THE BUSIEST 
AIRPORTS IN NATION 


The Atlanta Airport is one of 
our greatest assets. It is the 
fifth busiest in the nation. Ac- 
cording to the Senate committee 
on foreign and domestic com- 
merce, it: produces 10% more 
business than Paris and nearly 
twice that of Rome. It provides 
for the employment of 5,500 peo 
ple and pours into our community 
an annual payroll of over 25 mil- 
lion dollars. The city itself‘ col- 
lects nearly $600,000 per year in.

LAND PURCHASES 


No mention of the vast im- 
provements the city government 
has made during the past five 
years would be complete without 
reference to the City Land De- 
partment, which as a separate 
agency is barely five years old. 
This department has purchased 
hundreds of parcels of Atlanta 
real estate for necessary im- 
provements, mostly expressways 
and airport land. It has handled 
all sorts of easements and rights 
of way as well as outright pur- 
chases for many other depart- 
ments. It handles all excess land 
sales and collection of rentals. 
Its head is universally respected 


for his honesty, integrity and fair- 
ness. This department has ex- 
pended over seven and one-half 
million dollars of the people’s 
money within the last five years, 
without one single complaint of 
politics, waste or unfairness. 


Through efficient management, 


our Land Department has, dur- 
ing this five years, turned back 
into the public treasury for addi- 
tion to the available bond funds 
$162,000 in sales of excess land 
ana $268,000 in rentals of land 
and buildings while awaiting de- 
struction for improvements. We 
have in turn kept faith and added 
these funds to the bond funds 
voted for such improvements. 


SCHOOL TAX 

Beginning this year the Atlanta 
School Board will no longer re- 
ceive 30% of non-tax revenues, 
but will certify the ad valorem 
tax rate necessary for its opera- 
tion. We, in turn, have prom- 
ised the people that we will re- 
duce our operating tax millage 
by whatever sum the 30% pro- 
duced for schools. We now re- 
peat that we will do this in a 
spirit of complete fairness and 
cooperation. In 1956 the non- 
school tax rates were reduced by 
one mill. 


Due to the increasing popula- 
tion our schools constantly need 
more funds and tax increases in 
all local governments are largely 
due to this. They deserve our 
full support to the end that every 
Atlanta child shall have an ade- 
quate education. 


TAX ASSESSMENTS 


Since the formation of the joint 
city-county tax assessment board 
and the removal of our tax op- 
eration to Fulton County, the 
mayor and board of aldermen 
have nothing whatever to do with 
the reappraisal, assessment, levy 
‘or collection of ad valorem taxes, 
except the collection of tax fi. fas.

REAL ESTATE MUST BE 
RELIEVED 


We deplore the disproportionate 
tax burdens on real estate. For 
years we have appealed to the 
Legislature to increase state aid 
|in line with other states and give 
jus other sources of revenue than 
real estate. Within the last five 
‘peas our city has actually had 
‘taken away from it about one and 
one-half million dollars per year 
‘in reduced taxes on stocks, bonds, 
insurance loans, notes and ac- 
‘counts and other intangibles, 
without any other means of pro- 
ducing revenues given us. 


| We hope the Buehler report 


soon to be published will high- 
light the above facts and that the 
Legislature will aid us in remov- 
ing excessive burdens of taxation 
from real estate. We further hope 
the Legislature will clarify the 
right of appeal of taxpayers from 
the decisions of tax assessors. 


CITIZENS BOND COMMITTEE 


Within the past few weeks a 
joint committee of citizens rep- 
resenting Atlanta, Fulton County 
and the Atlanta School Depart- 
ment has been set up to consider 
a joint city-county bond issue. 
We sincerely hope this commit- 
tee will act promptly and recom- 
mend to both governments a bad- 
ly needed bond issue which will 
enable us to make necessary im- 
provements and additions to our 
school system, our airport, sew- 
er, water, parks, highways and 
bridges, and other necessities of 
a growing community. Such 
bonds are necessary for the prog- 
ress of Atlanta. We offer the 
committee our full support and 
ask our citizens to give their ap- 
proval, to the end that Metropoli- 
tan Atlanta may in a few years 
enter the million class of cities 
well equipped with those basic 
needs which will insure its con- 
tinued growth.

Construction Pact Awards Off 
18 Pet. at Year’s End, Survey F inds 


NEW YORK, Jan. 14 —Volume of new construction con- 
tracts awarded in December was down 18 per cent from a 
year ago, F. W. Dodge Corp., construction news and market- 

ing specialists, said today. 

| The December total for the 37 states east of the Rockies 
was $1,575,897,000 and marked the fourth consecutive ‘month 
in which awards lagged behind year-earlier levels, Dodge 
Corp. said 

Residential contracts, at $450,646,000, were. down 37 per cent 
from December, 1955 and non-residential awards, at $623,222,- 
000, were down 14 per cent. Heavy engineering contracts, 
however, showed a gain of 4 per cent at $502,029,000. 

Total construction contracts east of the Rockies for all of 
1956 set a new record at $24,412,630,000 and topped 1955 by 3 
per cent. Non-residential awards were up 6 per cent for the 
year, heavy engineering up 10 per cent and residential down 
4 per cent. 

“While contract awards in the past year set records, the 
increase was more moderate than in any earlier postwar 
year,”’ Dodge vice chairman Thomas S. Holden said. ‘‘The 
prospects for 1957, at this stage, seem to be for another mod- 
erate increase to new record levels, sparked largely by public 
works construction of all types, with particular emphasis on 
highways.”’
